France will cut in half her effective army by reduc- 


ing by fifty per cent the period of French military service, 
Premier Briand today told the Arms Limitation Confer- 
ence. 


This, he said, is France's offer to peace. 
"Tomorrow it is certain by action of the French 
gov- 


ernment the period of military service will be cut in 
half," the Premier declared. 
"As a result of this the 


French army may be said to be reduced by one-half."

Germany, he de- 


clared, still has the spirit of revenge, while France, perhaps 
more than any other nation, wants t.o bring peace throughout 
the world.

Trying-Out New York's Height Laws 


Block-square Building Receives r 


Special Allowances Under 


Rules Restricting 


iilife 
; Sky Scrapers.

A RCHITECTS ana builders In N'cv.- 
/-\ York City have just discoverer! 
that a building fronting on four 
streets is a law unio itaclf as rcsard« 
:v.ig-ht reuulations. For the first time 
since July 26, 1916. when these regula- 
tions were put in force, a building is 
being erected which takes advamaRe 
of tlie most important exception in the 
rules. To avoid entirely shutting- cut 
the sim from the streets or New Yorlc 
the new lieisht regulations say that in 
certain zones a building may rise from 


* the street line to a height one and a 


half times, two times, or two and a 
half times the width of the street. In 
the Times Square zone the regulation 
Bays that a building may rise to a 
height of twice the width of the street. 
The exception to this is the Hotel 
Commonwealth, now being built on 
tha (block between 
55th and 
5Cth 
Streets, Broa4w'ay and Seventh Ave- 
noe.. Covering, as it does, an entire 
block, this building Is a law unto it- 
self. It la an exception to the 200 foot 
law of its zone, and is allowed to rise 
two and a quarter times the width of 
the street. In its case, Seventh Ave- 
nue, one hundred feet wide, is the 
standard and the street walls of this 
hotel, which is to bo the greatest In 
the world, will rise 225 feet above the 
sidewalk. 
The law supposes a line 


drawn from the center of Sevtr.th Ave- 
nue to the top of this 225 foot wall 
and prolonged indefinitely as shown in 
tha sketch. All the rest of the struc- 
ture must be within this line and foV 
that reason the additional fltoriea of 
the hotel will bo arranKxJ in a series 
ief terraces ending at th* thirtieth

floor. Tho dosijp of the hotel, -with Its' 
2,500 rooms, will make it one of the' 
handsomest 
structures 
in the city.! 


Built on the co-operative .principle,'1 
with close to one hundred thouuwd' 
owners, it will be a permanent rnonu-' 
ment to what may be accomplished byi 
the banding together of people for! 
their common good.
